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KILLED ONE; WOUNDED SEVEN.

Supposed Insane Negro In Kentucky
Town Runs Amuck.
Owensboro, Ky., May 24.—Bob Shaw,

a negro, supposedly insane, has killed
one man and wounded seven In the

past 24 hours near Whitman,

Monday afternoon Shaw was (grror-
izing the community around Whitman
and an appeal was sent to this clty
for help. A posse was al once form-
ed, but as soon as they approached the
madman’'s house he opened fire on
them.

Town Marshal Watson was shot In
the face and Deputy Marshal Jobhn J,
Jackson in the back. Others wound.
ed were Dr. G. H. Pitt, on the hand; a
boy, named Howard, and & boy named
Pelly, in the legs.

A posse this morning headed by
Sheriff Kelly went from Lewlsport to
Whitman and found Shaw sitting on
his frout poreh,

Shaw quickly barricaded himself in
his house., The posse teed to storm
the house, but the negro opened fire,
wounding James Ford and John Robin-
son. He apparently had only small
shot, which saved the lives of those
he shot at.

Shaw was shot at twice. He had
two revolvers, but announced that he
would save them for work at close
quarters, A great crowd gathered
aroumd the house, keeping at & safe
distance.

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon Will C,
Brown, a deputy sheriff of Hanocock
county, volunteered to go to the house
and take Shaw. 'When within 15 feel
of Shaw, the erazy man fired, blowing
Brown's head completely off.

At 6§ o'clock tonight & mob of men
and boys surrounded the house and
set It on fire. Bhaw remained in the
burning homse as long as he could
stand the heat and finally leaped out
aud tried to escape.

Nearly one hundred shots were fired,
and Shaw's body was riddled with bul-
lets.
